We expect reach agreement with USSR shortly (possibly morning Jan. 7) on 
joint letter to UNSYG along lines set forth below. Letter once signed will 
be sent SYG for transmittal UNSC for information its members and publication. 
Upon receipt further instructions please convey text soonest to FOMIN 
together with comments set forth below. Simultaneously with your action we 
expect inform COAS Ambassadors here through private meeting COAS/OC. Empha- 
size to FOMIN letter remains confidential until actually signed, delivered 
and released NY.

On behalf of governments of USA and SU we desire express to you our 
appreciation for your efforts in assisting cur govts to avert the serious 
threat to peace which recently arose in Caribbean area. 

While it has not been possible for our govts fully to resolve all 
problems that have arisen in connection with this affair, they believe that, 
in view of the degree of understanding reached between them on settlement of 
the crisis and the extent of progress in the implementation of this under- 
standing, it is not necessary for this item to occupy further the attention 
of SG at this time.
